Responsible persons said a fresh conflict—perhaps 
another great war—would result if the League applied the oil embargo in 
addition to its present sanctions to cut short the Italian warfare in Ethiopia.

PARIS, Nov. 29. — Premier Laval has destroyed Benito Mussolini's hopes 
for further postponement of an oil embargo against Italy, informed sources 
said today, driving the Italo - Ethiopian crisis into its decisive stage. Yielding 
to the insistence of British Ambassador Sir George Russell Clerk, these sources 
said, Laval made clear to Italian Ambassador Vittorio Cerruti that if Il Duce did 
anything “desperate” in the Mediterranean, France and other League of Nations 
powers would stand solidly, “gh “ole behind Britain.

The Passing Show

There's a lack of uniformity in the sump- 
tuary laws of ourselves and our neighbors. 
All across western Canada it is a punishable 
offence to serve a man food with his liquor, or 
to allow him to take his bottle of beer with him 
to the dinner table of an hotel or restaurant. 

In the states across the 
boundary, beer and wine can 
be served in restaurants and 
hotel dining rooms. Food and 
musical entertainment are 
provided in beer parlors— 
just as in some of our res- 

, taurants and tearooms. 

The State of Colorado has 
gone further. It has enacted 
that edible food to a mini- 
rfum value of 10 cents, must 
be purchased with spirituous

liquor in all hotels, restaurants and night clubs 


throughout the state. Free pretzels, cracked 
corn or biscuits and cheese won't be accepted 
as a fulfilment of the law. It must be some- 
thing not less substantial than a sandwich, to 
be paid for in addition to the drink. Once a 
customer has made his purchase of food, he can 
order subsequent drinks at the same sitting, 
without having to eat more food. But if he 
leaves the premises to go and see a man about 
a dog, and returns, he has to start over again 
by ordering more food. 

Fear has been expressed by prohibitionists 
in Canada that if men were allowed to have 
music and a sandwich with their drink, it might 
lead them on the downward path to a drunk- 
ard’s grave. It shows how little they know 
about the mechanics of becoming spiflicated. 

The Colorado way of requiring food to be 
taken with the drink is more likely to avert 
drunkenness. 


Is liquor the only thing on which one may 
become drunken in Colorado? The Supreme 
Court of that state has ruled otherwise. In 
Colorado, at any rate, one may become drunk 
on love. 

The decision came last week in the review 
of a $2000 award to a young woman who 
received a broken leg in an automobile accident. 
The young man who was driving the car 
attempted to kiss a pretty girl companion of the 


complainant. He was so successful that the car 
turned over before he knew what had hap- 
pened. 

In upholding the $2000 award against the 


driver-kisser, the court said 

“The conduct of the defendant was cer- 
ily conscious, and it must be held that 
possible consequences were considered 
and weighed by him, at least so far as one 
in his evident frame of mind could consider 
and weigh. 

“If in that particular his pro- 
cesses were blurred due to his love-making, 
which was probably the fact, he m be 
held t responsibility as one who 
Voluntarily becomes intoxicated.

*MUSHROOM SOUP—Place in one quart of 
cold water, a half-cup of diced celery, one diced 
carrot, one tablespoonful of chopped parsley, 
and one cup of mushrooms cut in small pieces.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1901 a young 
man who had recently entered 
the public service scored the first 
of his many successes as a concil- 
iator in labor disputes. William 
Lyon Mackenzie King had the 
previous year been appointed the 
first deputy minister of labor of 
Canada. He had given a great 
deal of study to industrial condi- 
tions; he was in name_ deputy 
minftster (Sir William Mulock, 
also postmaster general, was the 
titular minister of labor) but in 
fact Mackenzie King was at that 
time the whole labor department, 
deputy minister and editor of the 
Labor Gazette, as well as other 
things. 

One of his first tests as a con- 
ciliator came in the coal fields of 
Vancouver Island. There for 
years the miners had been at log- 
gerheads with the Dunsmuirs; 
trades unionists developed into 
Socialists because of the deter- 
mination of the mine-owners to 
use Chinese labor. Step by step 
the miners won, but there was 
still much to work for and win 
and in 1901 there began a great 
trial of strength involving a ces- 
sation of work, some rioting and 


complete dislocation of business. 
The young deputy minister was 
sent west. He arrived at Nan- 
aimo; he consulted the mine lead- 
ers and the Dunsmuirs, and in 
less than a week from his arri- 
val he had anded the strike by 
concessions to the miners which 
gave them fairly reasonable liv- 
ing conditions. Six years later, 
after his conciliatory methods 
had won settlement of many other 
labor disputes in the east and on 
the prairies, Mr. King was again 
in British Columbia to investi- 
gate the Asiatic problem, and 
again he made progress, so that 
when he became minister of 
labor in 1908 he had to his credit 
more settlement of labor disputes 
than any other one man in Can- 
ada. Who then would have said 
that he would become Prime Min- 
ister of Canada within 14 years 
or have within 28 years been 
sworn a third time as Prime 
Minister with the greatest num- 
ber of followers of any political 
leader in Canadian history? Per- 
haps “Billy’ King  had_ his 
dreams; but he never could have 
dreamed of the victory he won 
in 1935.
